Home Rule Finance. : 


In view of the second reading of the 
Home Rule Bill, on Monday next, the 
Government has issued an outline of its 
financial provisions. . The statement will 
propitiate neither Nationalist nor Unionist 
epponents of the Bill. Without con- 
ceeding. financial Home Rale in any 
true sense, the Bill abolishes all ‘the 
safeguards of the Act of Union and 
leaves Southern trade and industry at 
the mercy of the fiscal statesmanship 
which now proposes to fix the rates 
of Dublin at twenty shillings and fivepence 
in the pound.”

The White Paper, 
whieh has been issued by the Treasury, states 
that the bill gets up separate “Parliaments for 
Southern and Northern Ireland, end makes pro- 
vision far their uniting by consent to create a 
single Parliament for the whole of Ireland. In 
the first instance the two portions of Ireland 
will form separate financial entities. 

REVENUE. 

Certain sources of taxation will be reserved 
to the Imperial Parliament, which will have 
the exclusive i é of legislating in regard to 


them (Clause 20), viz. :—

BOMBED AND BURNED TO. 
THE GROUND. '

THREE POLICEMEN 
SERIOUSLY INJURED. 

Our Tralee Correspondent telegraphed last 
night :—The police barracks adjoining Gortatiea 
Railway Station, seven miles from Tralee, “was 
the scene of a sensational siege this morning, re- 
sulting in the completo destruction of the bar- 
racks by fire and explosives)’ and the wounding 
of three out of six constables oceupying:it. 

The injured constables are Constable Hegarty, 


and Constables Kelly and Shea, who are both 
wounded in the ankle. SS 

Preparations for the siege were carried out in 
the usual elaborate way. The roads were 
blocked, the telegraph wires were cut, and other 
precautions were taken. An armed party 
entered the stationmaster’s house, a two- 
storeyed building a few.yards from the barrack, 
at one o'clock, ejected Stationmaster Crowe and 
his family, removed the slates off the house, and 
from this vantage point poured pareffin oil on 
thé roof of the police hut. Then they opened 
rifle fire, and threw bombs.  " 

The police replied with rifle fire and bombs, 
and after a two hour's defence they were force | 
to surrender owing to the little. building being 
enveloped in flames. ‘The three injured con- 
stables received their wounds during the siege, 
and aiter surrendering they were allowed to 
depart unmolesied. Some of the attacking party 
rushed into the barrack to get the rifles and am- 
munition, but the latter exploded, and the at- 
tackers had to beat a hasty retreat. 

The police ‘were conveyed by military lorries 
to Tralee, and the wounded constables were 
placed in the military hospital at Ballymullen. 

Gortatloa police hut was the first police bar- 
rack attached in Ireland. On the night of 
l%h March, 1918, during an attack by armed 
mon, ‘wo young men named Prowne and Laide 
were killed. The Coroner's jury found that xa 
were shot by Sergeant Boyle and Constable Fal- 
ton, and a further sensation was occasioned when 
both the sergeant and the constable were shot 
ai in the principal street in Tralee at two 
o'clock in the day, Fallon being wounded. No- 
body was made amenable for this crime, and 
the Tralee district was a week later placed under 
martial law.

In the House of Commons yesterday, the 
Speaker took the chair at 2.45 p.m. 
On the order for the third reading of the

Mr. Asquith raised the question of our foreign 
poliey, with particular reference to the position 
of affairs in Turkey and Austria. He said that 
he would, for the time leing, leave on one side 
Russia, except to express the hope that the 
proposed Commission of Inquiry, under the 
auspices. of the League of Nations had been, 
or was about to be constituted, and that there 
would be no delay in the discharge of its func- 
tions, With regard to Germany, he asked if 
the Government had any information they 
could give as to the iuner meaning 
and the probable results of the recent revo- 
lutionary movement, and what prospect there 
was oí; the establishment in Germany of a 
stable governmental régime. In regard to 
Turkey, he said that this question was prov- 
ing to be a most regrettable cause of delay in 
the final conclusion of the peace negotiations. 
(Hear, hear.) There would be general agree- 
ment, that the continuance of. the Uttoman 
Government as an effective administrative and 
governing machine in any part of Burope had 
became an anachronism and a danger. (Hear, 
hear.) Now that the announcement had been 
made to the Mohammeden world that the 
Sultan was not to be expelled from Constanti- 
nople, he thought it would be difficult, or im- 
practicable to recede from that position. It 
would be intolerable, however, that the Sultan 
should be allowed to remain in Constantinople 
in his old position, and with his old powers of 
intrigue, ag between one Christian Power and 
another.

That, justice would 
not tolerate for one moment. (CHeers.) 
OTHER SUFFERERS. 

But it was a mistake to assume that Ger- 
many and Austria were the only people who 
were suffering as a consequence of the war. 
French industries had suffered. The 


other day there was a deputation . from 
Paris of Ministerg and others to beg for coal, 
and they told him that the French industries 
had only 37 per cent. of the coal which they 
hed before the war.

VERY REV. JOHN ALDRIOGE, M.A. 
On Thursday, 18th inst., at -the Rectory, 
Eyrecourt, Co. Galway, there passed away, 
quite sutidenly, the Dean of. Clonfert and Kil- 
macduagh, in 1869 he won a Junior Moderator- 
ship in Experimental and Natural Seience, ani 
graduated «at ‘Trinity College, Dublin. He -had 
the unique. distinction in the Church of Ireland 
of having been three times olected to the in- 
cumbency of the same parish—viz.,. in 187], 
1898, and again in 1911 he was elected for the 
Parishes of Eyrecourt and Donanaughta. For 
atime he served in the Church of Scotland as 
Rector of St. John's, Forfar; and then again 
ae Rector of. three parishes in the Church, of 
England * in the Counties of Hants and 
Gloueestershire. In‘ 1898 he returned to Eyre- 
court." but in 1906; by the special request of the 
‘late Dr. Archdall, Bishop of Kullaloe, he lett 
to take charge of the important Parish.of Bal- 
linasloe, although a petition was sighed by 
every parishioner at that time asking him to 
remain.

ERASMUS AND LUTHER. 

In a work of profound scholarship, illu- 
minated with much brilliant thought, Dr. 
Murray lays before his readers the fruits of 
his sympathetic, but acutely critical, study 
of the attitude of Erasmus and Luther to 
the problem of toleration. The problem 
itself is, as Dr. Murray tells us, one that 
is never far from his thoughts, and he be- 
lieves that a lack of the spirit which 
makes for the advance of toleration is the 
real mainspring of the troubled condition 
of Ireland. His book, however, 
is in the main, a record of 
the failure of the great principle te 
keep its head above water in times of 
stress like those that, in different ways, 
absorbed the energies of both Erasmus arid 
Luther. Perhaps, we have still to arrive 
at a definite idea of what toleration means. 
Dr. Murray, we think, assumes that his 
readers ean have no need for enlighten- 
ment on that point. But non-allewance 
for human stupidity is an amiable and fun- 
damental weakness with most advocates of 
unlimited freedom, as it is also among 
the besetting errors of champions of 
despotism. 

We need scarcely say that the central 
figure throughout Dr. Murray's book is 
Martin Luther. No more interesting pre- 
sentment of the religious and intellectual 
career of that truly wonderful man has 
ever been laid before British readers. 
Erasmus—though in the matter of 
fidelity to “ ioná * he comes the 
nearer of the two to the author’s ideal—is 
little more than a foil to Luther, and may 
even be said to cut rather a poor figure in 
these pages when compared with the man 
of action. Allowance must, however, be 
made for the difference in their ages. 
Erasmus was fifty-one when Luther, at 
thirty-four, nailed his ninety-five theses to 
the church door ; and Dr. Murray gives us 
striking instances of the rapidity with 
which age tightened its grip on life in those 
stern times. 

“The portraits of Henry VII. indicate 
extreme age in the wasted form, yet he 
was only fifty-two when he died. Francis 
I. died at fifty-three, Charles V. at fifty- 
nine, and Maximilian at sixty. Louis XII. 
was not fifty-four when he passed away 
an absolute wreck.’’ Erasmus, himself, 
indeed, lived to be seventy, and Luther, 
in _— of a still more strenuous life, 
reached seventy-three; but the fact re- 
mains that a difference of seventeen years 
between the ages of the two men may ex- 
plain much of the difference between

Whatever we may 
think of the preacher's consistency, his 
end was gentleness. 

After all, was Erasmus a whit more con- 
sistent than Luther? It seems impossible 
to deny that principles laid down by him, 
and quoted by Dr. Murray, might easily 
be stretched into warrants for much heavier 
persecution than was ever approved by 
the great reformer. Witness the argument 
used to condemn the Anabaptists. ' The 
Apostles,’’ writes Erasmus, “order us to 
obey civil authorities, and these men are 
loth to obey Christian princes.’’ There- 
fore, “the Anabaptists must, under no 
circumstances, be tolerated.’’ Might not a 
more modern Conservative argue in almost 
identical terms: “The Apostle Paul en- 
joins that women are to keep silence in 
the churches, but the Rev. X.Y.Z. has 
invited a woman to preach from his 
pulpit ; therefore, under no cireumstarces, 
must the Rev. X.Y.Z. be tolerated?’ If 
this be involved in the teaching of 
Erasmus, where does the essential differ- 
ence between. his and Lather’s attitude 
to toleration step in? 

Dr. Murray's own enthusiasm for toler- 
ance does not blind him to the fact: that 
Luther's perennial inconsistency was a 
proof of practical genius. “Luther,” he 
tells us, “goes far precisely for this 
reason; he never asks to see the distant 
scene, as one step is enough for him. Does 
not God direct his path?” In more 
vulgar Panguage Luther had, above all 
things, the genius for “ muddling 
through.” He scattered his precepts to 
right and leit like spray. “ That Luther 
believed in individmal liberty, ‘ The 
Freedom of a Christian Man’ proves. 
That he promoted princely absolutism 
all the after history of Europe 
proves."’ Though his favourite parable, as 
already noticed, wag the parable’ that 
warns us against the rash uprooting of 
evil, he did not hesitate to uproot the 
greatest ecvlesiastica] institution that had 
ever existed on the earth, with little com- 
punction over what might be the indirect 
effects—evil as well as good—of his handi- 
work. The fact that in his fight for truth 
he gometimes seemed to fight against 
freedom may throw a shade on the picture. 
But is it clear that the instinct he followed 
was not a sound one even here? 

Dr. Murray writes on this last point 
with hesitation, though inclining to the 
view that Luther's course since 1525 is a 
subject for regret. “Had a leader of 
Luther’s transcendent influence adhered to 
the opinion that the Old Testament pos- 
sessed a lower value than the New, per- 
secution would never have assumed the 
proportions it ultimately did.” The ver- 
dict may be true, but (it may be asked) in 
what form would Protestantism have 
emerged from the cauldron in which every 
form of heterodoxy was left to bubble 
together? In the world of Natnre system- 
atic evolution requires two elements: (1) a 
tendency to indefinite variation, and (2) 
an environment so hostile to every new 
form of: life that only those variations 
which are peculiarly well fitted te cope 
with it can survive. Without the second 
of these agencies the world would be a 
morass of jumbled monstrosities. .~Would 
not the absence of all checks on the de- 
velopment of religious liberty, from the 
moment when the great authority of the 
Roman See had been. overthrown, have 
involved results as chaotic and disastrous 
as those of the evil days when.“ there was 
no king in Israel—every man did that 


their respective attitudes to the old! 
Church. i 

That Luthers life was nearly the | 
boldest stand ever made for liberty of 
thought is a practical fact which it would 
be impossible te gainsay even by the clearest 
demonstration out of every page of his 
writings that the principle of general 
freedom of belief was never explicitly held 
by him, and was sometimes repudiated 
with the utmost energy. Some of Dr. 
Murray's readers will think that he has 
not gone far from addueing such evidence, 
though the argument would be founded to 
4 great extent on passages cited from 
Luther's works as proofs of the extent 
to which in his later years he departed 
from principles previously taught. 

The story of Luther's inconsistencies is, 
in truth, little short of amazing. In the 
development of his early struggle against 
the Papacy nearly every step seemed t# 
bring him nearer to a claim for universal 
liberty of judgment. As Dr. Murray puts | 
it: “In his denunciation of indulgences 
he had appealed from Tetzel to the Pope. 
At the Diet of Augsburg he appealed from 
the Pope ill-informed to the Pope better- 


informed, and then from the Pope to the 
Council. ....: When the verdict of a 
Council was used against him he appealed 
to the Scriptures. When these did not 
support his position he appealed to se- 
lected passages.of them. Even this was 
not final. In the last resort he appealed 
to the conscience of the individual Chris- 
tian.” It was a rejection of one controll- 
ing authority after another, till perfect 
anarchy seemed to result. 

Then, with the fearful Peasants’ War, 
came the reaction. It was now, in 
Luther's eyes, the bounden duty of every 


Christian prince to punish blasphemers 
and suppress erroneous doctrines. The 
Elector of Saxony and the Landgrave of 
Hesse were to assume within their seve- 
ral jurisdictions an authority in religious 


affairs such as (icumenical Councils had 
been pronounced unfit to exercise. Ii is | 
true that cruel punishments were discoun- | 
tenanced, Heretics who would not give 
up their erroneous doctrines were to be al- 
lowed a reasonable time to sell their lands 
and betake themselves elsewhere before 
severer measures were applied to them. 
But Luther had quite given up the theory 
that reason was the only practical mode of 
argument, “A rebel,’’ he writes, “does 
not deserve a reasonable answer, for he 
will not accept it; the only way to answer 
such foul-mouthed rascals is with the fist 
till their noses dribble.' The savage pas- 
sions of the times dictated some outbursts 
that the reformer would certainly not 
have gone the length ‘of translating into 
action. We cannot view otherwise his re- 
gret that the Anabaptist Munzer had báin 
only once tortured before ‘suffe the 
death penalty, or his longing for “ more 
Kings of England” to treat a few Cardi- 
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which was right in his own eyes '? 

How far the chaos might have been 
carried may be inferred from the extent to 
which both Erasmus and Lather were 
themselves ready to proceed in modifying 
the then received views of the authority 
of the Scriptures. Much of the teaching 
—in method at least—of the - higher 
criticism of our own day was anticipated 
by those early thinkers. Their estimate 
of such Old Testament books as Job and 
Jonah did not differ from that of the 
most liberal twentieth century students. 
To Erasmus the story of the fall of man 
was an allegory, and the authenticity of 
several of the New Testament books an 
admittedly open question, Luther's 
criticism cut deeper, ‘and, as Dr, Murray 
believes, went far to undermine the in- 
fallibility of the Book which meant so 
much to him. So far was he from accord- 
ing equal authority to all. its parts that 
“the Old Testament was contracted to 


passages in Genesis or the Psalths, with a | 
stray reference to Habakkuk; the New to | 


the Pauline Epistles, or rather to two of 
them, the Epistles t& the Romans and to 
the Galatians.’’ In his judgment on the 
“ right strawey epistle ” of St. James, Dr. 
Murray sees a mark of the reformer’s 
broad-mindedness, because, while refusing 
to include “ this James " among canonical 
writers, Luther “ will forbid none to place 
and esteem him as they please.” But 
what if every preacher had used a like 
freedom of selection? Would not a state 
of things quickly haye resulted graver 
than that which so nearl destroyed. the 
early Church in. Corinth? The great 
free-will controversy, over which so much 
learning was wasted, was at least a simple 
issue; but questions might easily have 
been started rendering partition an almost 
infinite process. 

Dr. Murray is unquestionably right in 
asserting that Luther—greatly though he 
contributed to the establishment of poli- 
tical absolutism in the Europe of his day— 
kindled by his example the spirit that 
ultimately brought absolutism and class 
dominance nearly everywhere to the 
ground. In asking whether the causes of 
political liberty and of tolerant broad. 
mindedness .have advanced side by side 
and been forees of mutual helpfulness we 
again feel that the lesson of the parable 
of the tares of the field might be whole. 
somely remembered. But it would be diffi. 
cult—perhaps, impossible—to find a 
volume richer in material for an insight 
into this burning ban than Dr. Murray

The annexation of Cyprus. a: the 
British Government on the entry of Turkey 
into the war in 1914 put an end to the

A SATISFACTORY HALF-YEAR'S WORKING 

The halíyeary meeting of the Alliance and 
Dublin Censumers’ Gas Company was held at the 
Offices, D'Olier street, Dublin, yesterday. 
Chairman (Mr. John Murphy) presiied, and 
Other directors present were :—Messrs. William 
Davies, Francis J. Dickews, John &. Fottrell, and 
John L. Seallan. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the 
report and statement of accounts for the half-year 
ended Sist December last, said that, although tho 
margin of profit was small, the figures would not, 
he hoped, be rewarded as unsatisfactory. Une ol 
the most gratifying features in the haif-year 
working was the substantia! increase in the quar- 
tity of gas sold for ail purposes, notwithstanding 
the advance of 6d. per 1,000 c. ft. in the price of 
gas, which they were compelled to make in Septem- 
ber last. The total increase exceeded 64 million 
e. ft., of which about 35 millions wag the additional 
quantity consumed through ordinary meters, 27 
millions represented the increased quantity sold to 
prepayment consumers, while the remainder two 
millions was the increase in publie lighting. Speak- 
ing generally, practically every item of expenditure, 
both in respect of materials and labour, had 
advanced considerably, and while their total in- 
come wus larger by about £435,000, the expenditure 
on revenue account had increased by no less than 
£49,000. As tothe revenve account, the cost of 
coal and oil had advanced considerably when com- 
pared with the corresponding half-year, owing to 
the rise of 6/- per ton on the former. which took 
place in duly last. It had adversely affected. them 
to the extent of £16,340. On the other hand, the 
increased receipts frem coke and breeze amounted to 
more than this advance, so that really they had 
benefited to the extent of £1,000. The receipts 
from tur were also larger by £2,550, and there was 
a mnail increase in their income. front ammoniacal 
kyo and suiphate, allhough they stil felt thay 
this galuable fertiiser Was not yet realising its 
proper vilu¢. Repair and maintenance of works 
showed an increase of slightly ever 88,000, as 
compited with that of the corresponding period. 
The tolal ¢xpenditure on distrilution, after “de: 
ducting the profit realised on sales of gas fittings, 
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had amounted during the half-vear to almost 
| 235.000. or an itttrease of over £5,500. As 4a 
matter of fact. their expenditure on repairs of 
| meters alone was larger by upwards of £10,000. 
| The amount paid in war bonus te the company 5 


in the corresponding hall-vear io almost £54,000, 
or, m other words, practically doubled. This 
charge was a very heavy tax on the company's 
resources, but, under present conditions, it eonid 
not he avolacd. With regard to the general 
balance sheet, their funds showed a slight increase 
of £1,600, while thé amount due to bankers and 
sundry creditors was larger by £20,000. On the 
ovher hand, their debtors were up to the extent of 
£27,000, -and Stecks had inereased by over 
210,000. In this connection, as the auditers had 
referred to the fact that their coal stock was 
valued at less than cost, perhaps some explanation 
was not unnecessary. Seeing that as from the lst 
of December last. all coal received for the manu- 
facture of tx for household and domestic purposes 
was reduced by 10/- per ton, it seemed pradent and 
necessary that such portion of the stock on hand 
at Sist December, as would eventually be used. in 
the manufacture of gas for such purposes, should 
obviously be subject to a corresponding reduction 
In consequence of this reduction in the price of 
coal, all household and domestic consumers weald 
receive a rebate on their gas accounts for the 
March quarter of 7d. per 1,000 we. ft. in con: 
nection with the long¢xpected improvement in their 
dividends, on relief of existing financial hardships 
by Parliament, the Chairman said that, on the 
advice of the company’s experts, it was decided not 
to preceed with the promotion of a special bill, 
in view of the promised general legisiation. It 
must be borne in mind that if a special bill had 
hecn procee with, consideration ef same would 
necessarily have been deferred, pending the intro- 
duction of the general bill, and, therefore, it 
seemed likely that needless expense would have 
been incurred. lLowever, the latest information 
appeared to show that Stockholders might hope 
that the Govergment would eventually deal with 
this qnestion, and they might rest assared that 
their directors were watching the position closely, 
and exerting all possible pressure to hasten matters. 

Mr. Davies, who seconded the motion, said that 
the company was to be heartily congratulated on 
the way in which they had surmounted the difi- 
culties which had taken place during the last half- 
year, and were still going on. He was alarmed 
the previous day w he read that the Dublin Gas 

k went down considerably—in the neighbour. 
of £38. was the lowest level it had 
hed. and he could not aceount for it. There 
was nothing in the accounts to account for such a 
slump as that, He referred to the shortage of 
coal, and said that it was highly satisfactory that 
they had been able to keep on while other places 
in England were in a different position. 

The resolution was paseed. 

On the motion of the Chairman, seeonded by Mr, 
Fottrell, a dividend at the rate of £5 6/3 per cent. 
per annom was declared. 

Messrs. Joha FE. Fottrell and Augustine Bond 
were re-elected directors, and Mr. Francis M‘Rride, 
one of the shareholders’ auditors, was re-appointed. 

A hearty vote of thanks to the directors and staff 
was passed.

It was also sought to make absolute a conditional 
order of mandamus, commanding the Local Govern- 
ment Board to revoke the order of February 5th. 
lt appeared that the order divided the county into 
five areas for the purposes of the County Council 
eleciors, and by the same order they had divided 
the rural districts in the county into local electoral 
areas. The solicitors for the prosecutor had written 
suggesting a different acheme of division, with the 
view of securifz a more equal representation upon 
the basis of population, but the Lecal Government 
Board deelined to approve of the suggested changes 


in the acheme. 

Mr. McCann, K.C., with whom was Mr, 
Murnaghan (instructed by Messrs. Shields and 
Murnaghan), fer the prosecutor, stated that it was 
the duty of the Loeal Government Board to deter- 
mine the proper number ef members to assign to 
each electoral area.

Mr. McCann said that in this case they had on 
the face of their order adopted what was de- 
monstratively and obviously the very worst principle 
that they could possibly have adopted for the pure 
pose of proportional representation, and he sul 
mitted that they bad net acted in accordance with 
the spirit of the Act of Parliament. Connsel here 
read a letter from the Local Government Board, 
dated March 1st, in which it was stated that if 
the party Tepresented by the prosecutor had accepted 
the Chief Secretary's invitation, publicly made in 
the House of Commons, to members to attend at the 
Local Government Board office, and see what was 
being done, it would then have heen open to the 
Locai Government Board to have had a three, five, 
or seven-member constituency. : 

The. question of whether the Court had jurisdic- 
tion having been raised by members of the Court, 

Mr. McCann submitted that the Court had juris 
diction to grant the order asked for. 

The Court, without calling upon counsel for the 
Local Government Board, wnanimousty held that 
they had no jurisdiction, and refused the application 
with costs. Mr. Justice Gibson said that, prrina facie, 
the order ef the Lecal Government Board was an 
administrative order in a matter that was left to the 
sound discretion and werking out of the Local 
Government Board, whe, apparently, were made by 
Parliament the supreme judges. If, on the face of 
the order, it was in complete conflict with the 
slainte, serious questions mictht arise, as to which 
he (the jodee) abstained trom giving any opinion 
on: bat the order was, on its face, an order which 
purported to be a compliance with the statute, and 
did not. appear to conflict with any of its provisions.
